Growers in California San 
Joaquin Valley. . 

COALING, Cal., April 21 (AP).— 
A shortage of poison bran  con- 
fronted growers and agricultural 
experts today in their fight against | 
grasshoppers invading fertile San 
Joaquin Valley farm lands. 

As surveys disclosed the grass- 
hoppers constituted a column more 
than 100 miles deep along a 35-mile 
front, W. B. Parker, State Director 
of Agriculture, said the available 
supply of poison mash was scarce 
west of Kansas City.

BUDAPEST, April 21 (AP). — 
British-French guarantees of inde- 
pendence to certain Balkan states 
may be matched by the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis with guarantees to other 
states in this region, diplomatic 
sources said today. 

“The West has played one card 
in the Balkans and the axis is 
about to play the next,” one observ- 
er asserted. 

Britain and France have assured 
Rumania and Greece of assistance 
if they be menaced. The feasibil- 
ity of similar guarantees by the 
axis to Hungary and Yugoslavia 
are expected to be considered by 
the Italian Foreign Minister, Count 
Ciano, and the Yugoslav Foreign 
Minister, Alexander Cincar-Marko- 
vich, in their discussions at Venice 
Saturday. 

The effect of such a lineup would 
be that the Balkan frontiers would 
be “frozen” by external guarantees 
and any effort to change the bor- 
ders would immediately involve the 
danger of conflict among distant 
guarantor Powers, it was said. 

Diplomatic quarters held that the 
Rome-Berlin guarantees to Hun- 
gary and Yugoslavia would not be 
feasible if these states created dis- 
cord by presenting claims against 
each other.

seriously impaired. 

O’Malley’s Receivership Suit. 

Superintendent O’Malley filed a 
suit in St. Louis Circuit Court Aug. 
26, 1933, alleging the company was 
insolvent and asking that he be ap- 
pointed receiver to take charge of 
the company. 

The company acknowledged in- 
solvency, but the extent of the in- 
solvency became an important mat- 
ter because of a provision of State 
law that if admitted assets of an 
insolvent insurance company are 
less than 75 per cent of liabilities 
the Superintendent of Insurance 
has authority to reinsure its busi- 
ness or sell its assets without ad- 
vertising for bids; otherwise he is 
required to advertise for bids for 
two weeks before disposing of the 
business. 

Circumstances under which 
O'Malley filed a report in court 
showing assets of Missouri State 
Life were impaired approximately 
$29,000,000 resulted in much criti- 
cism. It was learned that examin- 
ers who had conducted a conven- 
tion examination of the company 
fixed the impairment at $22,719,070, 
and that a number of insurance 
commissioners of other states, wno 
had come to St. Louis at O’Malley’s 
request, protested against the $29,- 
000,000 figure. 

Subterfuge Alleged. 

A. C. Good, actuary and examiner 
for the Missouri department, _re- 
fused to sign the reports fixing the 
impairment at $29,000,000. He con- 
sidered this a device to enable 
O’Maliey to sell the assets without 
advertising for bids. Good later re- 
signed and he is among the wit- 
nesses subpenaed by the Kansas 
City grand jury. 

At the time he filed the receiver- 
ship suit, O’Malley announced the 
offer of the Equity Corporation of 
New York to purchase the assets. 
The Equity Corporation, headed by 
David M. Milton, a son-in-law of 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., had organ- 
ized the General American Life In- 
surance Co, several months earlier 
at Carthage, Mo., with capital of

O'Malley Asked $200,000 
Of General American Life 


A tentative contract for purchase 
of the assets by General American 
and for reinsurance of outstanding 
policies subject to a lien of 50 per 
cent on the policy reserves, to cov- 
er the impairment, had been drawn 
up. Both O'Malley and the General 
American urged speed in comple- 
tion of the transaction on the 
ground that delay caused rapid de- 
terioration of the assets and busi- 
ness prospects of the company. 


Sale of Assets Approved. 


After expedited hearings the 
court overruled objections and on 
Sept. 7, 1933, confirmed the sale un- 
der the contract. 

The late Edward W. Foristel was 
counsel for the General American 
in the court proceedings. He re- 
ceived a fee of $10,000 for his work. 
Total organization and legal costs 
of General American up to the ac- 
quisition of the Missouri State Life 
property had been about $50,000, 
considered a relatively low figure. 
Under the contract the Insurance 
Superintendent retained complete 
control to supervise the administra- 
tion of the Missouri State Life es- 
tate, and all earnings of the Mis- 
souri State Life assets above a rea- 
sonable fee to the General Ameri- 
can were to go to reduction of the 
policy liens. 

General American management 
was aggressive, it utilized to good 
advantage and expanded the wide- 
spread national agency organiza- 
tion which Missouri State Life had 
maintained, and it went ahead of 
the contract schedule in reducing 
the policy liens. 

Sale of Stock Control. 

Early in 1936 Milton and his aso- 
ciates suddenly sold stock control 
of General American to a group 
representing the Southwestern Life 
Insurance Co. of Dallas, Tex. This 
was an involved deal, owing to the 
fact that Missouri State owned or 
had a contract to purchase 52% 
per cent of the stock of South- 
western Life. Milton and his group 
sold 90 per cent, or 45,000 shares, 
of General American stock to the 
Southwestern group, and it was 
disclosed that the Southwestern 
Life had financed the transaction. 
In other words, assets of General 
American Life had been used to 
turn the deal, 

Milton and his associates made 
a gross profit of $20 a share in the 
sale, since they had subscribed for 
the General American stock at $40 
a share and sold it at $60. The 
sale provided for trustees to hold 
the 45,000 shares of General Amer- 
ican stock under an agreement by 
which General American would be 
converted into a mutual company 
by retirement of the stock from 
earning» at $60 a share. This meant 
that the policyholders, ultimately 
to become the owners of the mu- 
tual company, would pay the $900,- 
000 gross profit realized by Milton 
and his associates. 


Milton Assailed by O'Malley. 

O’Malley bitterly criticised Milton 
for this sale, asserting it was ar- 
ranged and virtually completed 
without his knowledge, although 
Milton had professed an intent to 
remain permanently in the insur- 
ance business in Missouri. Milton 
explained that the “profit” was 
drastically reduced by the cost of 
the money over a period of years, 
Federal income taxes and other ex- 
penses. 

The Post-Dispatch has learned 
that Milton’s withdrawal resulted 
from the demands made by O’Mal- 
ley on the company; he resolved to 
get out from under the Superintend- 
ent’s thumb. 


Shortly after the Southwestern 
transaction, reports began to be 
circulated in insurance circles that 
there had been a $200,000 “payoff” 
to put over the General American 
purchase of Missouri State assets. 
By this time, insurance men and 
some politicians also were whisper- 
ing around the story of the fire 
insurance rate compromise “pay- 
off,” the first installment of which 
had been paid in 1935 and the sec- 
ond in 1936. 

As the Post-Dispatch disclosed 
on April 7, Gov. Stark, then a can- 
didate for nomination, had heard 
of the fire insurance scandal and 
even then had resolved on the 
course of action by which as Gov- 
ernor he later enlisted the aid of;

eg investigation which led to 
the indictment of Pendergast and 
O'Malley. 

Early in his administration in 
1937, Gov. Stark came to open war- 
fare with the Pendergast machine. 
At the earnest plea of Pendergast 
he had retained O’Malley in office, 
but he soon found an excuse to fire 
him. O’Malley, a resident of Kan- 
sas City and a member of the Pen- 
dergast machine, was incensed. 

In December, 1936, a Congres- 
sional Committee headed by Repre- 
sentative A. J. Sabath of [linois, 
looking into circumstances of large 
receiverships, had held a hearing 
in Chicago on the General Ameri- 
can-Missouri State deal, and at that 
hearing hints were dropped about 
a $200,000 “payoff.” It is known 
that investigators for at least two 
State insurance departments made 
diligent searches of books and rec- 
ords of General American and Mis- 
souri State for any evidence bear- 
ing on the rumors and failed to 
find any confirmation. 

Gov. Stark’s fight with Pender- 
gast put him at outs with other 
State officials who were loyal to 
the machine. A Single exception 
was Attorney-General McKittrick, 
who early in Stark’s administra- 
tion seemed to side with the Gov- 
ernor. During this period, which 
covered 1937 and early 1938, the 
Governor frequently sought the ad- 
vice of McKittrick. 


Job for Wilbur Buford. 


It was while McKittrick occupied 
this advantageous position § that 
representations were made to Head 
for a job for Wilbur Buford, who 
under the new Conservation Act 
had lost his place as head of the 
State Game and Fish Department. 
Buford is a brother of Anthony A. 
Buford, St. Louis lawyer, Demo- 
cratic politician and lobbyist, and 
a son of former State Senator Car- 
ter Buford. 

Wilbur Buford was a close po- 


ican that the Governor was run-

Call for Resignations. 


The Governor obviously was dis- 
turbed by the reports of a payoff 
in the Missouri State deal. What 
he knew about the fire rate case 
sharpened his distrust. He finally 
summoned Head, Vice-President 
Souers and Director Powell Me- 
Haney to a conference at Jefferson 
City at which McKittrick was pres- 
ent. He asked all three to resign. 
Souers had been connected with the 
old Missouri State and McHaney 
had been at one time counsel for 
the Insurance Department under 
O'Malley. 

It is understood that Head de- 
manded a full explanation and that 
the Governor referred him to Mc- 
Kittrick. At any rate Head re- 
fused to resign, as did the other 
two. Head offered to answer fully 
any questions the Governor wished 
to ask, but he was not questioned. 

Head then demanded an _  in- 
vestigation of the company’s af- 
fairs and it was agreed that the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
would be asked to name attorneys 
and accountants to make such in- 
vestigation. The accounting firm of 
Ernst & Ernst and the law firm of 
Polk & Williams were designated.

Reports to Go to Stark. 
The reports, which will be sub- 
mitted to Gov.

Salvadore Patti, Accused of 
Killing Wife, in U. S. Il- 
legally——Case Near End. 


Salvatore Patti, railroad laborer, 
on trial in Circuit Court for the 
murder of his wife, will be deported 
to Italy regardless of the outcome 
of the trial, C. A. Ramsey, division 
director of immigration and nat- 
uralization here, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

Patti, a member of a ship’s crew, 
deserted in 1927 when the ship 
reached the United States, Ramsey 
related. Two years later a deporta- 
tion warrant was issued against 


him charging illegal entry. Patti 
gave bond for his appearance on a 
deportation ship, but did not ap- 
pear. At that time he lived in Mil- 
waukee. Immigration authorities 
learned of his whereabouts shortly 
before the killing of Mrs. Patti, 
Ramsey said. 
Case Nearing the Jury. 

If he is convicted of the murder 
charge, Ramsey said, Patti will be 
deported after serving a term in 
prison. If freed, he will be deported 
at once. The murder case is ex- 
pected to go to a jury today in Cir- 
cuit Judge Edward M. Ruddy’s 
court. 

Patti, 33 years old and neatly 
dressed, returned to the witness 
stand today for further cross-ex- 
amination. Last night he denied 
that his confession that he killed 
his wife with a linoleum trimming 
knife had been made voluntarily. 
Earlier in the day the confession 
was read to the jury after Patti's 
attorney had spent a full day seek- 
ing to have the confession exclud- 
ed on the ground that it was ob- 
tained by third-degree methods. 

Policemen’s Testimony. 


After the jury was excluded, two 
policemen of the Carr Street Sta- 
tion denied that force had been 
use in obtaining Patti’s confession. 
Special Officer Fred Reichman 
testified he was at the vacant lot at 
Eleventh and Howard streets the 
night of July 27, after Mrs. Patti’s 
body was found there, when a 
Sergeant searched Patti and found 
two knives in his pockets, one with 
a curved blade used in cutting 
linoleum. 

Reichman said that Patti denied 
the killing under questioning at 
the station from 11:45 p, m. to 7 
a. m. Special Officer Eugene 
Stidger testified he took up the 
questioning at 7:30 a. m., continu- 
ing to about 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Then, he said, Patti told him 
he wanted to tell what had hap- 
pened. A clerk was called and 
typed Patti’s account. Patti told 
the clerk he had had an argument

Smoke from railroad locomotives 
has been reduced 50 per cent in 
the last 30 days as a result of 
changes in equipment and new 
methods of firing, Smoke Commis- 
sioner Raymond R. Tucker said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

He explained that arches through 
which gases formerly escaped from 
the boiler to the flue of the loco- 
motive have been closed. In addi- 


tion, instead of firing the engines 
in roundhouses and outdoors before 
a run, almost all of the firing is 
being done now in the roundhouses. 
Monthly conferences have been 
held at the Smoke Commissioner's 
office between Tucker and repre- 
sentatives of the railroads. He em- 
phasized that their willingness to 
adopt suggestions for reducing 
smoke has been largely responsible 
for the progress. 

One inspector has been assigned 
to observe smoke from locomotives 
‘in the Mill Creek Valley and out- 
lying districts, Tucker said, His 
statistics on units of smoke Showed 
11,944 smoke units in January 6700 
in February and 3473 in March. 
Tucker spoke briefly last night 
on the progress railroads have 
made in reducing smoke at a meet- 
ing at Union Station of the Rail- 
road Smoke Abatement Committee 
of St. Louis. Charles N. Lammers, 
chief combustion engineer of the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railway 
Co., told of the progress of smoke 
reduction in Chicago.

WASHINGTON, April 21. 


HE Supreme Court has always 
T been a fascinating study. It was 

never more so than today. The 
change that has been effected in 
the court’s outlook by the introduc- 
tion of new blood is one of the im- 
pressive facts of the times; it is a 
change that has already made itself 
felt in the whole sensitive structure 
of the Government, that will con- 
tinue to make itself felt through a 
long future. The seating of 40- 
year-old “Bill” Douglas on the high 
bench Monday was but a dramatic 
incident in a process that began 
with the retirement of Justice Van 
Devanter in June of 1937 and has 
now been carried to completion. 
The court has been remade; fur- 
ther appointments

read into this grouping, but it is 
interesting to see that seated to- 
gether on one of the flanks of the 
court are two men who may come 
to form, if they do not already 
form, a new esoteric chamber of 
advanced thought within the cham- 
ber of liberalism.

Justice Black in his thinking has 
been out ahead of the court, as a 
minority of one, on several occa- 
sions. Justice Frankfurter in two 
concurring opinions has charted a 
course farther off the track of prec- 
edent than the court, even in its 
most liberal moments, has been will- 
ing to go, and in one of these opin- 
ions he has been joined by Justice 
Black. 

The two men are essentially alike 
in seeing the Constitution as a 
highly flexible document. They are 
both of an evangelistic, crusading, 
turn of mind. On the other flank 
of the court, Justice Reed, though 
far from a conformist, is more of 
a lawyer's type of lawyer, and Jus- 
tice Douglas is an unknown quan- 
tity. It will be of absorbing inter- 
est to watch the efforts of Black 
and Frankfurter to lead the court 
into still a new phase of constitu- 
tional interpretation.

The recent history of the court 
teaches that the newer judicial lib- 
eralism of Black and Frankfurter 
—if one may give it a name—is not 
to be lightly dismissed. Holmes 
and Brandeis (and Clarke, until his 
resignation in 1922) expounded a 
“latitudinarian” philosophy that 
beat in vain against the majority 
philosophy of the court. Yet not 
wholly in vain; for the dissents 
they wrote had a profound influ- 
ence on legal and socia] thinking, 
and their views came to dilute even 
the conservative opinions of the 
court. Stone, appointed by Pres- 
ident Coolidge, became a power on 
their side, and the loss of Holmes 
by retirement was repaired by 
Hoover's appointment of Cardozo. 

They won in the end. The val- 
idation of the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act marked the end of an 
era. Mr. Roosevelt’s recent ap- 
pointments have riveted the victcry 
and made it certain that there will 
be no turning back.

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BRIDGES DEPORTATION 
HEARING 10 PROGELD 


Labor Secretary Perkins Says) 


She Has Issued Orders to 
Immigration Service. 


WASHINGTON, April 21 ¢ AP).— 
Secretary of Labor Perkins said 
today she had ordered the Immi- 
gration Service to proceed with a 
hearing of deportation charges 
against Harry Bridges, West Coast 
CIO director. The charges include 
one that Bridges is a member of 
the Communist party. 

Miss Perkins told a press con- 
ference that the hearing would de- 
termine whether Bridges was 4a 
member of the Communist party 
in the light of the Supreme Court's 
recent decision that previous mem- 
bership was not ground for de- 
portation. 

Asked whether, in the light of the 
court ruling, she thought continua- 
tion of the Bridges case would be 
futile, Miss Perkins said: “We don't 
think it would be futile to con- 
tinue with the Bridges case, but the 
evidence has to be examined at a 
hearing.” 

The Bridges case, which started 
in March, 1938, when the Austra- 
lian-born CIO leader was served 
with a deportation warrant in Bal- 
timore, had been suspended pend- 
ing the Supreme Court ruling in 
the Joseph G. Strecker case. In 
the Strecker case, the Labor De- 
partment endeavored to deport 
Strecker after he had resigned 
from the Communist party. 

Bridges, who is an alien, has de- 
nied membership in the party. 

Miss Perkins expressed the opin- 
ion that in the light of the Supreme 
Court ruling, the Labor Depart- 
ment “would have to prove that 
Bridges was a member of the party 
at the time the warrant of his ar- 
rest was issued.” 

She noted that there was no evi- 
dence to indicate Bridges advocat- 
ed the overthrow of the Govern- 
ment by force and violence, and 
said it would be necessary for the 
department to show that the Com- 
munist party advocated overthrow 
of the Government.

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UNION ELECTRIC BROUGHT TO BOOK. 

The suit filed by Prosecutor David A. Dyer of 
St. Charles County to cancel the charter of the Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri has far-reaching implications. 
A legal action entirely unprecedented in this State, 
it is designed as a test of whether the laws which 
have been enacted to prevent a corporation from 
engaging in political activity can be enforced. 

Missouri’s Corrupt Practices Act is a wise and 
necessary statute. Recognizing that the economic 
power of corporations, if unrestrained, can over- 


government, the Legislature many years ago passed 
the law forbidding corporations to attempt to influ- 
ence the result of elections or to contribute directly 
or indirectly to campaign funds. If a corporation 
violates the law, the penalty is forfeiture of its 
charter. 

The law is not a drastic one. The limited liability 
corporation is a revolutionary device in our economic 
structure. Its owners are freed of the onerous re- 
sponsibilities of the partnership form of organization. 
Yet the corporation enjoys the constitutional protec- 
tion of a living person. Unless it is required to 
accept responsibilities commensurate with its privi- 
leges, it can become a colossus above the law, with a 
self-perpetuating managerial clique exploiting both 
the stockholders and the public. 

The charges brought by Prosecutor Dyer are based 
on incidents with which the public is already fa- 
miliar. It is three months now since the Post-Dispatch 
printed the story of how a paid propagandist was 
planted on the St. Charles Cosmos-Monitor to write 
stories opposing the move for municipal ownership. 
Not long afterward, the company’s attorney in St. 
Charles admitted that he had contributed to the cam- 
paign funds of candidates opposing municipal owner- 
ship and that he was reimbursed by the company. 

But to the young Prosecutor of St. Charles County, 
it was something more than a trite story to be 
deplored but quickly forgotten. The law had been 
violated, he believed, and he chose to move against 
the presumed offender much as if it had been an 
ordinary culprit.

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FIFTY CONCURRENT YEARS. 

' On April 17, 1890, David Lloyd George took his

In what must have been an injured tone, he de- 
clared that it was “unjust and unjustifiable to place 
nations of the axis on the seat of the accused.” He 
even defended the axis as “inspired by the criterions 
of peace,” a statement which, coming from the man 
who coolly trumped up alleged excuses for conquering 
defenseless Ethiopia and who engineered the equally 
unjustifiable seizure of helpless Albania a few days 
ago, is pure effrontery. 

His “guarantees” would not have meant much. 
Neither would any that might by some miraculous 
chance come from Hitler. The fate of Czecho-Slovakia 
in the aftermath of Munich is still proof that a solid 
anti-aggressor front is imperative in Europe. But

In Washington, this analysis, I think, is 
accepted generally among both Democrats 
and Republicans in Congress. It is accepted 
also by some members of the President’s of- 
ficial family, But there is some doubt that 
it is accepted by Roosevelt himself, except 
to a certain grudging extent. He does recog- 
nize the resistance in Congress and is, of 
necessity, compelled to let up. It is not cer- 
tain that he yields any further than that. 


‘The recovery activities of Secretary of 
Commerce Hopkins come not so much from 
White House inspirations as from practical 
considerations as they appear to Hopkins.

MENCKEN ON WAR'S 
EFFELT ON Tht PRS» 


Says if Head of State Is Run- 
ning for Re-election There Will 
Be Animosity Against Papers. 


WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP). — 
Henry L. Mencken told the Amert- 
can Society of Newspaper Editors 
yesterday that if the nation became 
involved in a European war the 
next election probably would be a 
“khaki election.” 

Conditions of Government control 
over the press, said the Baltimore 
Sunpapers writers, would be “even 
worse” in the next war than they 
were in the last when, he declared, 
“every newspaper man in the Unit- 
ed States did his work under threat 
and duress.” 

“For one thing,” he continued, 
“the head of ihe state, if it so be 
God's will, will be running for re- 
election and itching, like any other 
man in that situation, to heat up his 


partisans and confound his oppo- 
nents. 
“For another thing, he will carry 


into his campaign an animosity 
against the daily newspapers that 
began to reveal itself during his 
first term and has been increasing 
in intensity ag the New Deal has 
gradually disintegrated.” 


Mencken added that “the candi- 
date will be surrounded by gentle- 
men who hate newspapers even 
more than he does, and for very 
sound reasons, One of those gentie- 
men gives over a large part of his 
time, even now, to denouncing them 
violently, some times with consid- 
erable plausibility.” 

“TJ ask you,” he said, “to consider 
the situation of the newspapers in 
case war really comes and that gen- 
tleman is put in charge of the 
press.” 

The noted author and critic said 
he had “not the slightest idea” what 
newspapers ought to do about this 
prospect. 

“A constructive critic, I suppose,” 
he said, “would suggest that the 
newspapers gang up against the 
current war-mongering and so try 
to prevent a khaki election, but it 
is probably too late for that.” 


Mencken addressed the opening 
session of the convention a few 
hours before the editors went to the 
White House for an off-the-record 
conference with President Roose- 
velt.

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DR. MILLIKAN SEES 
A ‘GOLDEN AGE AncAD 


Says Power May Be Obtained 
From Sun — Democracies 
Must Check ‘Bandits.’ 


NEW YORK, April 21 (AP).—Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan, the noted 
physicist, foresees a “golden age 
ahead,” barring “the return of the 
dark ages through the triumph, the 
world over, of tyranny over free 


” 


dom, 
The Nobel prize winner—chair- 
man of the Executive Committee 
of California Institute of Technol- 


ogy—peered into the future last 
night in an address at a “World of 
Tomorrow” dinner of the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York. 

He predicted life in America would 
not differ, 50 or 100 years from 
now, “nearly so much from the 
life of today as the life of today 
differs from that of a century or 
even a half century ago.” 
Processes and techniques respon- 
sible for “the enormous changes of 
the last century will continue to im- 
prove our economic and social 
well-being,” he said, “but the main 
changes will come from a more 
general understanding by the vot- 
ing public of the nature of these 
processes and a more iftelligent 
use of them.” 

Power to Play Major Role. 

Power—its cost, sources and uses 
—will play a major role in the world 
of tomorrow, Dr. Millikan said. 

Oil, he thought, perhaps. will 
be gone in 50 years, but coal “will 
last for at least another millenium.” 
He saw power coming “either di- 
rectly from the sun through solar 
motors or wind mills or tidal ma- 
chines, or else indirectly throygh 
growing and burning plants.” 

Social and political matters of 
the future he termed “the most 
burning and most uncertain.” 

All of his forecast, he said, is 
‘based on the assumption that our 
present civilization would not be 
destroyed by man’s present or pros- 
pective international wickedness, 
stupidity and folly.” 

Science’s Part in Preventing War. 

“I know of no direct way science 
can prevent that,” Dr. Millikan 
said. “Indirectly, however, the 
sciences of explosives and poison 
gases, or aerodynamics, of communi- 
cations with its corollary, the rapid 
spread of knowledge among’ the 
people, are doing the work. It was 
the fear of the bombing of Lon- 
don and Paris that prevented the 
beginning of another world war last 
September. 

“The ultimate resources are in 
the democratic countries ... they 
must obviously, it seems to me, 
join their powers in time to show 
the international bandits the hope- 
lessness of their threatened spring 
at the throat of the world. 

“If they, including ourselves, will 


no war and then I stand by my 
prognosis of a golden age ahead 
through the further growth of 
science and its application to the 
well-being of mankind.” 


JAPAN DENIED FORTIFYING 
NEAR GUAM TO JAN. |, 1938 


Belated Report Just Given Out by 
State Department Covers 
Year of 19387. 
WASHINGTON, April 21 (AP).— 
Japan has assured the United 
States that up to Jan. 1, 1988, its 
strategic mandated islands in the 
Pacific, virtually surrounding the 
American island of Guam, were un- 
fortified. 
A delayed annual report to the 
State Department, made public to- 
day, asserted that “no military or 
naval base nor any fortification 
has ever been maintained or newly 
built within the territory.” 
Congress heard charges during 
debate of the navy’s proposal for 
harbor improvements at Guam that 
Japan had secretly built fortifica- 
tions, in violation of the League of 
Nations mandate under which it ad- 
ministers the Mariana, Caroline 
and Marshall groups. 
The report to the State Depart- 
ment, a duplicate of an annual re- 
port to the League’s Mandates 
Commission, was delayed without 
explanation about three months. It 
covers 1937.

Former Honolulu Banker Is First

as president of the New York Curb 
Exchange, the country’s second 
largest securities market, at a sal- 
ary of $25,000 a year. 

Rea is the first paid president 
of the “Little Board.”

The Squire, a thorough-going 
old chap, went to the official 
records to prove his point. He 
showed the weather records for 
75 years back to make his case. 
His figures .evealed, as we re- 
call them, that October was as 
consistently good as April was 
reguiarly bad, in the matter of 
rainfall; while the temperature 
did not fall enough in October to 
interfere with players’ or spec- 
tators’ comfort. 

By starting May 1, April show- 
ers would be avoided, while Octo- 
ber would furnish time enough 
to complete both the 154-game 
schedule and the world series. 

The other procedure would be 
to cut the schedule from 154 
games to 140, saving a total of 
112 games, or two weeks, ac- 
cording to the calendar. That 
would permit closing the season 
at the present time, while start- 
ing it two weeks later or, the 
first week in May.

If the first major activity of the 
Bald Knobbers smacked of lynch 
law, it was conducted in ah ordér- 
ly manner at least. Frank and Tu- 
bal Taylor, who had shot John T. 
Dickinson, a stofekeeper, and his 
wife, were taken from Forsyth 
jail and after being found guilty 
by a jury of 12 men were hanged 
to an oak tree on Swan Creek. The 
double hanging served as a prelude 
and a warning of what Was to come, 
a systematic policing of the re- 
gion. Night after night signal fires 
on the hilltops called men for grim 
night rides to warn or whip offefid- 
ers. Bundles of switches were left 
on doorsteps. Undesirable citizens 
were given until nightfall to get out 
of the country. 


Outrages were committed which 
were charged to the Bald Knobbers 
but which they declared were com- 
mitted by groups of wild spirits not 
identified with the organisation. 
The truth of the matter was never 
established. The identity of the per- 
petrators was never fixed. Regard- 
less of the merits these things be- 
gan giving the Knobbers a bad 
name, It was worse when Knobber 
branches were organised in other 
counties—Douglas, Christian, Stone 
and Barry. The Christian County 
organization formed in September, 
1885, was headed by Dave Walker, 
48 years old, an ex-soldier. His 
neighbors called him a good man. 
Billy, 17 years old, oldest of his 
niné children, became his lieuten- 
ant. 

Feéling against Capt. Kinfley and 
his followers gréw when, in March, 
1886, the Captain killed Andrew 
Cogburn at Oak Grove church. Kin- 
fey carried a peace disturbance 
Warrant for the arrest of Cogburn. 
The men met in the path outside 
the church door. Both drew but 
Kinney was quicker than Cogburn 
and killed him,

because thé O6fg&@fiization had 
served its purpose, the Bald Knob- 
bers at a publié meeting in For- 
syth in April, 1886, formally dis- 
banded, Resolutions adopted de- 
clared their belief, “as law abid- 
ing citizens,” that the Givil au- 
thorities and the cé6urts would 
henceforth provide protection to 
life, liberty and property. After 
which the meni Mounted their horses 
anid rode homeward. 

There were outrages committed 
after that, but they were charged 
to ruffians Who had néVer been 
members of the organi#ation and 
had stolen the fearsome fiame. The 
Christian County ofganization, how- 
éver, cofitinued its activity. A few 
months after thé dissolution of the 
Taney County group about 300 
horsemen rode into Chadwick and 
poured out 180 gallons of whisky 
and beer. Wife beaters, timber and 
hog thieves, chicken roost visitors 
and other law violators were 
whipped or driven away. 

Almost exactly a year after the 
disbandment in Taney Cowfity, on 


an Unpainted paling fence, Was a 
triangle along the railroad right- 
of-way. In the tiny cabin, about 
16 by 18 feet, he and his wife were 
housing guests that night. The 
day before their son-in-law, Charles 
Green, had carried his i16-year- 
old wife, Melvina, over from their 
nearby cabin. She had been seri- 
ously ill since January when she 
stiffered an attack of measles, about 
the time of the birth of their sec- 
6nd baby. For nights the relatives 
had taken turns sitting up with her, 
believing that shé might not live 
uhtil morning. Now that she was 
improving they had brought her to 
her mother until shé should fully 
recover, Then also William Edens, 
gon Of the old couple, and his wifé, 
EXmina, had decided to sperd the 
hight there. 

The old Edens couple were sléep- 
ing 6n a high oak bedstead. Their 
invalid daughter and her husband 
and their two infants were on the 
ofly other bed, The young Edens 
couple were lyifig on a shake-down, 
or pallet, on the floor. It Was around 
11 o'clock. A feeble-flamed lamp

ARSON SIMMONS led in the 
P binging but he was feeling 
low betause a question had 
been raised whether he Was 
an ordained minister. Bill Walk- 
er, just a il1T-year-old boy, was 
the bravest of the lot. “They can 
do anything with me,” he said, “but 
scAre Me or maké me beg.

Icaa 
stand afiything when I have to bear 
it.” 

After various punishments had 
been meted out to the less import- 
ant Knobbérs, Capt. Walker and his 
son Billy and John Matthews and 
his son Wiley were tried for mur- 
der. Old Jim Edens testified that 
the terrorista were disguised, each 
wearing a “great mask with horns 
on it,” 

The men could have plead guilty 
and taken 20 years in prison, but 
Dave Walker said: “I’m innocent 
and I'll not plead guilty. I've al- 
Ways treated folks square. I tried 
to stop that shootin’ and I didn’t 
have anything to do with the miuir- 
ders. Now I’m not goit’ to go 
and plead guilty to it.” 

The fotir Were convicted and 
Sentenced to death. Wiley Mat- 
thews escaped through a hole in the 
jail wall. Capt. Walker had’ the 
same chance but he said: “I didn't 
come into this jail throtigh that 
hole and I’m not going ott 
through it. Wiley was fever 
caught. The other three were bung- 
lingly executed at Ozark oh May 
10, 1889. 

Capt. Kinney was killed the previ- 
ous year by Bill Miles in Betry 
Brothers’ store at Forsyth. How 
he died Was graphically told ifi a 
Springfield newspaper:

March 11, 1887, Dave Walker's men 
met at Smelter Holler, at the head 
of Bull Creek, to take summary 
action in the case of one Bucky 
Bill who was reputed to be dis- 
pensing whisky from a barrel at 
his cabin on the creek. Capt. Wal- 
ker announced, however, that the 
report concerning Bucky had not 
been verified and ordered the men 
to disperse.

He must be 
tested and proven before he could 
be trusted with a man’s honors and 
burdens. Seldom did a Blackfeet 
boy fail in that awful ordeal. 


womah seemingly without price or 
penalty. Nevertheless, civili#ed life 
waits with ordeals cruéler thai any 
the Blackfeet ever devised, Life 
does not pierce a child’s flesh With 
a thong nor weight it with.a buf- 
falo skull, But there are more 
agonizing piercings, heavier weight- 
ings—loneliness, change, adjust- 
ment to strange surroundings, fear, 
betrayal by those one has trust- 
ed. Misunderstandings by those who 
are most dear. Shock pressure. 
Weariness and discomfort. 

These ordeals lacerate the spirit 
and burden the brain far more vi- 
ciously than the Blackfeet’s tests. 
Yet they must be faced, inevitably, 

Can you take them? Then you're 
fit for adult life—you'’ve prover 
your ability to carry & gtown-up 
job. Or are they too much for you? 
Must you seek a safer, softer spot? 
Then life will punish you as surely 
as the Blackfeet punished a coward- 
ly lad. You may not have to wear 
women’s clothes—as he did. You 
may seemingly enjoy full recogni- 
tion as ah adult, But every day in 
a thousand ways your fellow man 
will show that he “has your num- 
ber.” 

Better—far better—to take the 
beating and stand the gaff, no mat- 
ter how much it hurts than face

Very Important 


In Cancer Cases 


Knowledge Is Weapon by 
Which Diséase Can Be 
Controlled, Says Doctor.

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


NOWLEDGE is thé Wwéapon 

with which éancer can bé 66n- 

trolled, Other diseases May get 
well by Many different methods, 
but cancer will not, It is a cond 
tion which the individtial must han- 
die for himself. If he has knowl 
edge of its naturé, and self-control 
enough to éhoose the proper tréat- 
ment, héalth will be restored to him 
by an overflowing, prodigal Moth- 
er Nature. If he drifts along in the 
doldrums of ignorance, fear and 
procrastination, dealing With quacks 
who promise to cure him with salves 
or injections of strange drugs, Na- 
turé is not so Kind. 

One of the foremost students of 
the subject is the venerable path- 
dlogist, Ludvig Hektoen of Chica- 
go. In November of last year he 
read a paper at & public meeting 
on “Progress in the Knowledge 
and Control of Cancer.” This is & 
valuable paper because its view is 
entirely objective. 


Pathology is itself an entirely 
objective and impersonal science. 
It is the science of disease — its 
Cause, natufe and course. Path- 
ology has nothing te do with treat- 
ment, it has no ax to grind for 
surgery or the X-ray, of medicine, 
It considers tréatment only to the 
extent that treatment terminates 
disease procésseés. 

Doctor Hektoen’s statements 
therefore may be taken as thé most 
precise and cold-blooded of consid- 
erations. And it is encotiraging for 
that reason to find them so hope- 
ful. 

All medical knowledge, Dr. Hek- 
toen avers, is the result of experi- 
éfice, observation and experiment, 
Cancer is as old as the race. Cancer 
so forced itself on the attention that 
‘its cause could not escape notice. At 
\the dawn of the Christian era, Cel 
sus, the Roman medical writer, 
\said: “Only the beginning of a can- 
‘cer admits of a cure.” 

This aphofism is the most im- 
portant gefieralization ever made 
about cancer, although thé knowl- 
édge of cancer, its diagfiosis and 
treatment have advanced immeas 
urably. A good modern version of 
the aphorism would be, “The heart 
of the cancer problem in the pres 
ent state of the knowledge is early 
'diagfiosis, followed at once by ¢éx- 
‘pert tse of well established meth- 
'ods of treatment.” 
| A cancer is made up of myriad 
microscopic cells, resembling those 
of the tissue from which it 
springs. Cancer is an abnormal 


| |growth of cells, and this fact gov- 


erns the modern treatment of can- 
cer. 

| As a result of the microscopie 
Study of cancer, there has beén a 
complete failure to find any mi- 
crobe or other form of life which 
|might be the cause, 

| The only stictéssful methods of 
treatment are first surgery, second 
‘radiation with X-ray and radium, 
and third desiccation with électrie 
| diathermy. 

| The use of radiation in cancer 
‘Marks an epoch. It is a mafvelous 
‘advance—an ifivisible agent causes 
Caficer to disappear or holds its 
growth in check. 

In external cancers of the skin 
there is a possibility of 95 per cent 
cures; in cancer of the breast 75 per 
cent possibility.
